Lee County, May 29.--From the deep inter- 
est you have taken in the agricultural pros- 
perity of the country, and the good you have 
accomplished in that direction, I send you an 
experiment I made this year with oats. Last 
fall Dr. W. M. Hardwicke, of Americus, in- 
formed me he had a very valuable early rust- 
proof ‘oat which he was selling for five dollars 
per bushel. From the high appreciation I 
have of the doctor’s character, I boughta 
bushel to make an experiment with my com- 
mon rust-proof oats, which I think as good as 
any inthe country. I sowed the early rust- 
proof oat (known as the McCuller rust-proof 
oat) and the conimon rust-proof oat side by 
side, on the same soil, the same preparation 
and the same fertilizers, on the 20th day of 
January last. When the McCuller oat was 
cut, the 15th day of this month, the common 

_ rust-proof oat was just heading, and can- 
not be cut before the last of June. Isenda 
sample of each that you may see for your- 
selves the difference. Lalso sowed some of the 
McCuller oats the first day of March which 
will be cut the first day of June. I senda 
sample also of these. The MecCuller oat will 
make from fifty to seventy-five bushels per 
acre; the common rust-proof from ten to 
twenty. The McCuller oat cannot be sown 
safely before the first of January. They are 
so early that they might be killed in the boot 
by a freeze in February or March. The chief 
advantage of these oats is they mature before 
a drought we sometimes have the last of May. 
So well am I pleased with them that I would 
not take ten dollars a bushel for what I have.

THE WHEAT CROP.

CAMPBELLTON, May 30.—Having noticed 
with interest several articles in THE ConstTiTUv- 
TION relative to the wheat crop, and being 
much interested in the same, Il write you, 
that irom extensive personal observation in 
Campbell and Douglas counties the opinion 
universally prevails that the wheat crop is a 
success. Fifteen bushels per acre may be re- 
lied upon asan average yield, which is a low 
estimate: It was too far advanced when rust 
appeared to be materially injured in quality 
or vield. At this date harvesting is in rapid 
progress and the farmers are saying their 
wheat in good condition. Oats of the rust 
proof variety were never better, especially of 
the fall sowing, whilst the common or old 
field variety is almost a total failure, the rust 
having destroyed them. 1 have one field of 
rust-proof oats, the Burt oats, sowed in Octo- 
ber and now being harvested, that will yield 
75 bushels per acre. I will here give it as my 
opinion and know I will be sustained by alt 
well-to-do farmers, that we should sow no 
other oat but the rust-proof varieties, and if 
possible sow in the fall. A half stand of fall 
sown oats in the spring will make more and 
better oats thana fullstand sowed in the 
spring. We are having refreshing seasons 
and corn and cotton bids fair for a promising 


yield. 


RAILROADS AT GAINESVILLE.

COTTON 


The Enterprising City Adds Another Factor to ite 
Sources of Weulth. 
From the Enquirer-Sun. 

Several weeks ago the Enquirer-Sun men- 
tioned the probability of the establishment 
of a cotton seed oil mill in this city, but the 
matter seemed to have been dropped until 
recently, when the movingspirits in the en- 
terprise took new lifeand yesterday afternoon 
the project was given a shape which makes it 
a certainty. The stockholders held their 
tirst meeting at the Alabama warehouse and 
organized by the election of the following 
board of directors: A. Dexter, L. M. Burrus, 
J. D. Hough, I. J. Jenkins, C. A. Hough, E. 
Kurniker and J. S.Sclomon. The board then 
held a meeting and elected Mr. L. M. Bur- 
rus president and Mr. J. D. Hough 
secretary and treasurer. The  capi- 
tal stock was fixed at $100,000, and 
has all been taken. The company will be 
incorporated under the name of the ‘‘Musco- 
gee Oil mill company.”’ The oil mill is no 
small thing, aud will be another bright star 
in the crown of the “Queen city of the Chat- 
tahoochee.”’ It will give employment to 
about thirty persons, and will have a capacity 
for consuming twenty tons of cotton seed 
daily. Steps for the erection of the buildings 
will be commenced at once. The works will 
probably be located on the east commons 
near the Southwestern railroad shops, and 
will cover about an acre of ground. The main 
building will be 80 by 140 feet and 2 or 3 sto* 
ries high. Mr. F. J. Jenkins and Mr. J.S. 
Solomon were appointed a committee 
to purchase machinery, which will be done 
atonce. The company is compvused of our 
most substantial and enterprising business 
men, and the project is bound to succeed in 
their hades. Cotton seed oil has been given 
a fair test as asubstitute for lard and has 
given perfect satisfaction in almost every in- 
stance. It has been found to be much cheap- 
er, and we see no reason why the company 
will not find ready sale for every gallon that 
is made. We predict for the oil mill a grand 
success. Columbus is now in the midst of a 
boom of unusual magnitude, and new enter- 

rises are constantly springing up within her 

imits, Capitalists can find no better place 
to invest their money.

THE COLLECTION LAWS. 


A Suggestion that it be Made a Matter of Local Op- 
tien with the Counties. 


Epitors CoNnsTITUTION:—I desire to say a 
few words about a law that needs reform 
worse in my opinion than the stock law, 
namely, the collecting law. Under the pres- 
ent constitution and laws we have virtually 
no collection Jaw. We have tried the home- 
stead for fifteen or sixteen years; suppose we 
try itawhile without one. Let us have avote 
on that subject by counties. If the legisla- 
ture allows the stock law to be voted on by 
counties why not let us vote on the home- 
stead in the same way? I think there is a 
large majority in the good ole state of Geor- 
giathat ts in favor of no homestead, or at 
least agreat deal smaller one. In the first 
place under the present homestead not more 
than one-fifth of the people are worth 
the homestead, and a very large majority have 
therefore no credit except upon their honor. 
A man, for example, is worth five hundred or 
a thousand dollars; he wants to buy fifty or 
one hundred dollars’ worth of goods on time 
for a few months, or borrow that amount of 
money; he is refused because he is not worth 
more than the homestead, or, if he is not re- 
fused «credit, he is charged a high rate because 
of the risk. Give us a very small homestead, 
if any, and let a man’s property stana subject 
for his debts, and nine-tenths of the people 
will have fair credit and can buy goods and 
provisions and borrow a little money as cheap 
as the man who is worth five or ten thousand 
dollars. A large majority of the people 
would thus be benefited. If the homestead 
does not benefit a majority of the peaple it 
ought to de repealed, for no law ought to exist 
that does not suit a majority of the 
people who have to live under it. If 
we are right about’ the majority 
being in favor of no homestead the minority 
ought to yield and let the majority rule. The 
people would then go to work to pay their 
debts instead of spending time and money to 
keep from paving them. Let a man under- 
stand that his property as well as his honor is 
bound for what he promises, and he will be 
very careful about making a promise without 
feeling sure he can meet it. 

A few words in regard to daily wages and 
[am through. The law in that respect ought 
to be repealed, daily wages in that respect 
ought to be subject to garnishment, for there 
are thousands of people who prefer to work 
for wages than do otherwise. We need daily 
hands, and they need credit and must have 
it, and their wages is their capital, and it 
ought to be subject for their debts. Let us 
look at the law together with the homestead 
in order to see how partial it is. The 
poor widow with a small farm and 
a number of small children is one of 
those that the homestead law propose to pro- 
tect in case a small hearted man wanted to 
oppress her. But if she has not got the money 
when tne time is about to expire, her proper- 
ty is advertised and sold for the taxes. No 
exemption in that case. If shesells a cow or 
afew bushels of corn on time to one of those 
large hearted men of the nomestead faith she 
can't have his’ property sold from which to 
get her money. If she deposits a little money 
in the bank and he bank fails and the state 
has money deposited there also, the present 
law says the state shall take the ‘‘widow’s 
mite’ as well as ali others. asitisa preferred 
creditor and has exclusive preference.

Some hours afterwards the weeping 
father, Who was about leaving the room, 
was startled by a movement of the body, and 
an exclamation simultaneously of “Papa, 
pa please don’t leave me!" When he 
qurned xround he saw, with delight and as- 
tonishment, that his daughter was not a 
corpse, but an actual living and conscious be- 
ing. Ul course there was now great joy and 
consternation throughout the household. 
When she became somewhat calm, Miss Craig 
with a smile and countenance angelic beyond 
description, asked: “Oh, papa, dear, do you 
kpow Where l have been?’ : 

“No, Hattie, tell me where you have beer 
Let me know all about it,” answered the over- 
joyed father. 

“Oh, papa, I haveseen heaven, and am to 
have my health restored to me on certain 
conditions,’ she answered in great glee. 

“What are these conditions, and are you 
willing to submit to them?” asked the father 

“Yes, father, certainly I am.” 

“But what are they?’ still queried the 
parent, ' 

“J cannot reveal them to you now: but 
oh, Lsaw such beautiful things in heaven. 
and aim going to heaven again, and when I 
go don’t let them put me in the ground until 
you are sure lam dead.’’

-. BOSS CAMERON’S TROUBLE. 

It seems to be plain—it has long been plain, 
that the Pennsylvania boss must share the 
fate of bosses in general in this country. No 
matter how ably and skillfully they act, each 
and all of them must in the long run accept 
defeat and overthrow. Personal domination 
of a great party is always objectionable, and 
its ending is only a matter of time. With the 
overthrow of Cameron the great bosses will 
have disappeared from the scene, and the list 
of them from Tweed down to Cameron, in- 
cluding the late Mr. Conkling, presents very 


plainly the fact that the people will soon or 


late crush all party dictators. 
In Cameron's case it is now stated that we 


are to be treated to a modified dose of Conk- 
lingtsm. He does not propose to vacate his 
seat in the senate, but he does propose to de- 
cline, it is stated, a re-election. His present 
term does not, it is true, expire until March 
3, 1885; but the statement of his desire to re- 
tire both from party leadership and the sen- 
ate is said to be in strict harmony with his re- 
cent acts. The legislature to be elected this 
fall will not elect his successor, but it has 
been reasonably argued that if he desired to 
be his own successor he would long since have 
been engaged in arranging this year for 
the election of his friends to the legis- 
lature of 1884-85. He has done nothing of 
the kind, and this fact induces people in 
Pennsylvania to accept the statement as truth

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CHALMERS. 
It has already been announced that Chal- 


mers, Of Mississippi, who held his seat in con- 
gress by fraud, has joined the independent 
and republican coalition in his state. In one 
of his manifestoes issued in explanation of 
his remarkable conduct, Chalmers charges 
that Congressman Hewitt, of New York, 
stated in the caucus that the nerthern demo- 
crats couid not afford to filibuster in a con- 
tested case between a white man and a negro. 
This charge haying been brought to Mr. -Hew- 
itt, the latter writes a letter in which he states 
that he was not at the caucus, and therefore 
could not have made the remarks. He further 
says that at the caucus Judge House, of Ten- 
nessee, declared that the democrats could not 
afford to resort to filibustering to keep Chal- 
mers in his seat. This was also the judgment 
of Tucker, Carlisle and Hammond, all south- 
ern democrats, and the very men chosen by 
Chalmers to represent his case. It appears 
that the elections committee of the house had 
investigated the case as fuily and as fairly 
as the democrats could ask, and 
there was no reason why they should attempt 
te obstruct legislation in order to shield 
Chalmers and to keep him in a seat to which 
he was entitled only by a severe straining of 
a legal technicality. 

The republicans are welcome to Chalmers. 
After abusing him as a political outlaw, it is 
perfe@tly natural that they should hasten to 
accept his proffer to aid them in their work of 
corruption in Mississippi. He and they will 
fail, but those who believe in the fitness of 
things ought to be satisfied with Chalmers's 
present position. He will make a capital 
running mate to Bill Chandler.

To-day is the rirst of June, and yet the June 
magazines that have been cut, and read, and 
laid away have dust upon their covers, This 
shows how rupidly it is possible to live under 
a republican form of government, with your 
Uncle David Davis in one chair and Robeson 
occupying the othereby proxy. Neverthe- 
less, it stands to reason that a June magazine 
should net be carefully considered out of its 
season. The Atlantic, which is first at hand, 
opens with a poetical tribute to Longfellow 
from Dr. Holmes, and this is followed by the 
continuation of Mr. Hardy’s serial ‘‘Two on 
a Tower.’ This advances with accumulated 
interest, but at the close of the installment 
the novelist strikes a false note, and the effect 
is pretty much like breaking a fiddle-string. 
The paper of largest current interest is the 
fourth part of Mr. Harrison's “Studies in the 
South,”’ which we have already taken occa- 
sion to commend for their impartiality. 
When we say that Mr. Harrison is a thorough- 
ly impartial observer, we do not mean that 
his reports are always flatteriug. Quite the 
contrary. They have the advantage, how- 
ever, of being absolutely fair and just. Mr. 
Harrison is not only a man whose powers of 
observation are trained, but he bas those en- 
larged views—bordering closely on the mani- 
festations of what we loosely call statesman- 
ship in politics—which not only perceive a 
fact but the cause of it. This installment 
of ‘‘studies’ is. so suggestive in many re- 
spects that we shall probably take occa- 
sion to refer to it again: M. H. Catherwood 
contributes a .good short story, and Miss 
Phelps forges ahead with ‘‘Doctor Zay.”’ 
There is no more interesting literary study 
than that afforded by a comparison of this 
serial with Mr, Howells’s ‘‘Dr. Breen’s Prac- 
tice.’’ Mr. Howells’s treatment of the wo 
man-doctor is humorous and_ genuine 
throughout. Miss Phelps’s is thor- 
oughly heroic and_ therefore artificial.

Gov- 
ernment has sect a strong precedent for this, and has 
made ita claim of justice by carrying newspapers 
free toany part of the county in which they are 
published. The same reason would carry them 
wherever they eirculate, The reason is stronger for 
the papers whose higher qualities give them a 
general circulation. This provision is for the peo- 
ple; why should government restrict the freedom of 
the peovle in their newspaper reading’? So long as 
government carries in'elligence for the people free, 
let it carry such as they choose, instead of saying 
thatif they will take a locai paper they shall have 
it carried free, but if they take any other they must 
pay for carrying it, and pay enough more to make 
up for those carried free to others. And there are 
many countiesin which no paper is published; why 
exclude the inhabitauts of these? 

Congress has dealt barshly with the newspapers. 
It was done for spite. because the leading republi- 
can papers condemu the franking privilege for the 
great abuse of it. It exempted the local papers to 
suborn them. It impored on publishers the burden 
of prepayment on their circulation. Its rate on 
single papers is inordinately high, as compared to 
letters. Andinthe cities, where there is delivery 
by carrier, it does not even allow the free delivery 
of newspapers by carrier, nor the delivery at pound 
rates. But congressmen have got back their frank- 
ing privilege; now let them take off the penalty 
from the city papers.

Does Georgia raise enough corn, wheat and oa 
to support man and beast within her borders. 

Let us see. 

She comes nearer to being self-supporting this 
year than ever before, but does she actually turn 
the corner? 

To hear the general exaggerated talk that is float- 
ing about one would think she would have mil- 
lions of bushels of grain to spare. Said one gen- 
tleman : 

“Why, at Rome alone this year 200,000 bushels of 
wheat will be marketed. What will become of this 
vast accumniation?”’ 

At Mr. Ghol:tin’s mill at Atlanta—that one 
mill alone—will grind every bushel of it in less 
than a year, Putinto flour, the 200,000 bushels wiil 
not last the 1,500,000 people in Georgia more than 
five days. Georgia isa big state. 

‘‘But look at the oat crop. Georgia has raised 
enough oats this year to last her two years.’’ 

Let ussee. The oat crop of Georgia for 1881 was 
3,250,000 bushels grown on 550,000 acres. The average 
this year is 690,000 acres,30 per cent increase and the 
yield is estimated at 8,900,000 bushels. The biggest 
oat crop ever raised before wasin 1879, when it was 
5,500,000 bushels. But to be liberal, estimate this 
year’s crop at 10,000,000 bushels—three times the 
crop of last year. There are 240,000 horses and mules 
in Georgia. The oat crop divided among these 
would give each horse about forty bushels. At 
a half bushel a day, the crop would give our horses 
and mules alone less than three months rations. 
So our oat crop won't last two years by a jug full. 

DOES GEORGIA RAISE HER OWN BREAD? 

Pondering over these facts,a CONSTITUTION man 
dropped into the agricultural department yester- 
day, and put the above question toa crowd of gen- 
tlemen sitting there. 

“Of course she does not,’’ said Dr. Miller, ‘‘for 
millions of bushels of corn are hauled into the 
state and none are hauled out.’’ 

“She comes nearer to it,” said Dr. Hardin, of 
Cobb, ‘‘this year than ever before. Let us investi- 
gate the three grain crops and see. There is wheat, 
first. What is the wheat crop?’’ 

‘There is an increase of 12 per cent acreage over 
last year,’’ said Colonel Redding, “and a corre- 
sponding loss in cotton. The wheat crop of the 
state in 1879 was 3,158,000 bushels.”’ 

“There has been a steady increase in acreage 
every year since then, and the yield per acre this 
year is larger than ever before. Itw ill reach 9,000, - 
000 bushels, or three times what it was in 1879.”’ 

This was acquiesced in by the com pany as about 
correct. 

‘‘Now for the corn crop?”’ 

“In 1879 Georgia raised 23,100,000 bushels of corm 
on 2,536,000 acres. She probably planted 3,000,000 
acres in corn this year.’ 

“It is too early to estimate the yield of corn per 
acre, but put it at eight bushels per acre - 24,000,000 
bushels of corn,’’ said Dr. Miller. 

‘‘Now, add these together and you have, if these 
figures are correct, 33,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
corn raised in the state,’’ said Judge Henderson. 

‘Let us begin with the people. Say that it takes 
a peck of rreal a week for each person. excepting 
infants. This would be 13 bushelsa year. To in- 
clude all, end use flour or meal as pleased, say we 
make the average 10 bushels of wheat or corn to 
each person. This would be 15,000,000 bushels 
needed for the 1,536,000 people living in Georgia. 
Then there are 240,000 mules and horses. The oat 
crop (as shown above) will support them three 
months. Allow, with grazing and home-made 
grasses. that can be spared from the cows and 
sheep, that two bushels a week of corn will do 
them for the other nine months; that is about 75 
busheis for each horse, or 8,500,000 bushels for the 
horses and mules. 

‘‘Add this to the 15,000,900 required for the people, 
and,we have 23,500,000 of our wheat and corn crop 
goneand our oat crop entirely consumd. But we have 
men and horses provided for aud 9,500,00) bushels 
of wheat and corn left. What becomes of this?’ 

‘Good gracious,’ said Dr. Westmoreland, ‘‘con- 
sider the pigs.’’ 

‘‘How many hogsare there in Georgia, known and 
confessed as hogs?’’ we asked. 

‘‘In 1870,’’ said Colonel Newman, ‘‘we had 975,- 
000 swine in Georgia. We have no later statistics, 
but | imagine there has been neither a marked de- 
crease or increase.’’ 

‘‘There are not over 1,000,000 hogs in Georgia,’’ 
said Dr. Hardin, ‘‘and there are just about that 
many. It costs three bushels of corn to fattena 
hog.’’ 

‘‘Yes,"’ said Dr. Miller, ‘‘and two bushels up to 
fattening age. You may count that the hogs of 
Georgia eat five bushels of corn each a year, or 
5,000,000 in all.”’ 

‘‘Even that leaves a margin of 4,500,000 bushels 
yet unused, with men, horses and hogs provided 
for. We have agreed thatit is fair to presume the 
home-made hay, cotton-seed cake, etc., would sup- 
port the cows and sheep if it was fed solely to them. 
Where then does the surplus corn and wheat go?”’ 

‘It is lost,’’ said Dr. Miller, ‘‘becauseof unequal 
distribution. We have estimated that every bushel 
of oats grown will be fed to mules and horses. On 
the contrary very much of itis lost. Thousands of 
bushels are raised fifty miles away from a railroad, 
and it will not pay to haul it to market. These re- 
mote farmers put enough acres in oats to give them 
a sufficiency with a poor yield. The extraordinary 
yield gives them a big surplus that they waste, not 
being able to marketit. So with corn, and measur- 
ably sowith wheat. Much of the corn is distilled 
into liquor. Much of the wheatis being cut down 
while green and fed to stock because the farmer has 
nocorn, A large percentage of the cropis lost by 
these items of waste or misappropriation.” 

“You must reserve about ten per cent of the crop 
for seed—that will take about 3,000,000 bushels of 
grain.’’ 

‘‘And then,’’ said a lay member, ‘‘there are the 
dogs.”’ 

‘But you shoulda’t count the dogs,’’ said Colonel 
Redding, ‘‘for we feed them on sheep.”’ 

‘But still the dogs of Georgia cost more than her 
preachers. A dog will eat enough corn (or bread) 
to produce 200 pounds of perk if it was fed t» a pig. 
A dog will eat at least $5 worth of breada year. We 
will average a dog toa family, or more. There are 
300,000 families in Georgia,and—say 400,000 dogs. At 
$5 a dog it costs $2,000,000 a year to support our dogs. 
We do not pay the fourth of that to keep up our 
preachers and churches.”’ 

‘The rats,’’ said Dr. Hardin, ‘‘eat more than the 
dogs and the churches put together. The rats eat 
one-tenth of the corn I raise every year.”’ 

‘My rats,’’ said Dr. Westmoreland, rousing him- 
self from the reading of Mr, Stephens’s last letter, 
‘eat one peck of corn a week, and I suppose I have 
the average rats.”’ 

“I can protect myself somewhat,’ said Dr. Har- 

din, “by cats. But.every few years cats die out. 
This isthe year that cats are dying out, and we 
shall suffer from rats severely,” 
“That reminds me,” said Hon. N. J. Hammond. 
ofa proposition made me a few yearsago. If 
there is anything I hate it is snakes. I was troubled 
with rats about my house. A fellow said to me: 
“Why don’t you get you asnake?’ “A snake?” 
said i. “‘Yes; I keepa vig black snake for killing 
rats. He sleeps with my children and keeps the 
house clear of rats.’ 

‘“Suppose,”’ said Dr. Hardin, “that Georgia had 
made this year, as she could have made easily, 
enough corn, wheat, oats and hay to feed her peo- 
ple, her horses, mules, sheep, hogs and cows. Why 
in five years, with her 800,000 bales of cotton, briug- 
ing $40,000,000 as a surplus each year, and her rice, 
vegetables, fruit and smaller crops to fill up the 
gaps—her mines yielding gold, coal, iron and cop- 
per—her exhaustless forests being drawn on to run 
factories and shops within her borders—with all her 
resources being turned into money, and her bayns 
and granaries holding enough food for man and 
beast—she would be the richest state in the union, 
ag her people one be happy and prosperous!”

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FRANK JAMES TO BE PARDONED 


Ramors Concerning Negotiations Between the Out- 
law and Governor Crittenden. 
Special Dispatch to the Constitution. 

Sr. Lovrs, May 31.—R. J. Haine, of Kansas 
City, attorney of Mrs. Jesse James, who has 
been here several days and is well acquainted 
with most of the affairs of the James family 
asserts that he is conducting negotiations with 
Governor Crittenden in behalf of several 
friends of Frank James, who are men of pPosi- 
tion and influence and deeply interested in 
bringing about an arrangement under which 
Frank can setthe down and _ become 
a peaceful citizen. Haine further says 
that Governor Crittenden has given written 
promise that he will pardon Frank {f he sur- 
renders within certain time and is convicted 
a trial, and that this letter is in possession 
of Frank’s friends. Frank has not yet sur- 
rendered, however, nor does Haine claim to 
know that he will give himself up. 

It is stated that Frank James has nominally 
surrendered to Sheriff Timberlake under a 
flag of truce, and that Governor Crittenden 
has promised a full and unconditional pardon 
to the famous outlaw. Sheriff Timberlake 
was registered here at the hotel under an as- 
sumed name, but was recognized by a reporter 
and he, Police Commissioner Craig and the 
attorney all admitted that negotiations were 
pending for Frank James’s pardon. They 
were in St. Louis for the express purpose of 
meeting Governor Crittenden on his return 
from New York, but the latter passed right 
through to Jefferson City. # 

They further stated that the delay in negu- 
tiations is occasioned by the friends of Frank 

James insisting that full pardons should also 
be secured from the governors of Minnesota 
and Texas, where the outlaw is under ban of 
the law, and steps are now being taken to 
thatend. These pardons are necessary, for 
fear Crittenden’s successor might deliver up 
Frank James on a requisition from either of 
said states.

THE MECHANICS OF ATLANTA 
DURING THE WAR, 


The Printers on a Strike—Supplying the Cases 
From Army Ranks—Sherman’s Bntry Into the 
City — Digging Up Buried Treasure— 

An Exodus From the Ci y- 
———— 

“Yes, we had some rough times in ’64,” 
said an old citizen of Atlanta, meditatively, 
as his mind wandered back to the Sherman 
era. ‘When the federalson their march to 
the south in search of a mild winter climate 
left Atlanta behind them, they also left such 
elements of discord that it was not very 
pleasant living for the peaceably inelined, 
Atlanta was as cosmopolitan in its composi- 
tion then as now, and as confederate went out 
and federal came in, to be again followed by 
a brief confederate occupation, a man had to 
keep his wits about him to tel which side he 
was on.” 

‘Who suffered the most inconvenience from 
this state of affairs?” 

EXEMPTION AND CONSCRIPTION. 

“The mechanics and their families. You 
see, the great bulk of them were either from 
England, or from the northern states. A con- 
siderable degree of exemption existed for 
them, as their services were cf more value in 
the shop than in the field. Once the printeis 
of the city struck, and efforts were made to 
coerce them by putting them into military 
service, but when the sons of Faust brought 
down the operations of the same law on the 
proprietors the effort was dropped. Men were 
detailed from the confederate camps at Dal- 
ton and etsewhere to come to Atlanta to fill 
the places of the strikers, but when they 
reached the city they turned out to be tinners, 
blacksmiths, and, in fact, anything but 
printers. Subsequently a similar effort was 
made to dragoon the employes of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad shops, but it fell 
through.” 

PREPARING TO LEAVE. 

“What effect did Sherman's entry have 
upon this class?”’ 

“Ht gave some promise of a return -of peace, 
Their reception of the federals would have 
been something more than friendly had it not 
been chilled by the vandalism of the incom- 
ers. As it was they were glad that days of 
peace were in sight, and-many of them made 
well of the new order of things, but in doing 
so they incurred the suspicions of the war 
element, and when Sherman was ready to 
abandon the city on his seaward march, it left 
these people in the power of a community 
which they had offended.”’ ; 

DIGGING UP BURIED TREASURE. 

“What steps were then taken?” 

‘Representations were made to General 
Sherman, and he at once decided that the 
best thing they could do would be to go north 
and stay there until they could do better. He 
offered them government transportation to 
whatever points they preferred, and placed a 
train of cars at their disposal to take them to 
Chattanooga, from which point they would 
scatter to their various destinations. So the 
work of packing up began, and many curious 
incidents were connected with it. In one 
case two boys—now well-known business men 
in this city—were called in by a lady and re- 
quested by her to unearth some coin she had 
hidden in the cellar. They set to work, and 
for about two hours kept digging up vessel 
after vessel filled with gold, suc quantities of 
the vellow metal as they had ver seen be- 
fore. When the work was completed, the 
lady did not even give them a word of thanks 
for what they did. Had they been dishonest, 
oreven had they mentioned the occurrence to 
others, that gold would have beensuccessfully 

uutinto circulation; but now that they look 
Sock upon the occurrence, while they feel that 
they did a thankless work, thev have the coen- 
sciousness of having acted honestly.” 
IN THE CARS, 

‘Well, let us get back to the cars?” 

“The engine was one of the most venerable of 
its class, and its age was made worse by rough 
usage. It wasin charge of an engineer who 
is to-day in high position in Atlanta, who did 
the best he could considering the track and 
the uncertain throttle-valve entrusted to his 
care. Ten war-worn box cars were coupled 
on, which were soon filled with what was then 
a motley-looking crowd of men, women and 
children, but many of whom have since bee 
come the leaders of Atlanta business and 
society. Men without families were forced to 
perch on the top of the cars, and as the train 
moved slowly out toward Chattanooga it pre- 
sented a jumbled picture of humanity. On 
the top, the sides, everywhere that a human 
being could secure a hold, they could be 
seen.”’ 

ON THE WAY. 

“Were there any incidents on the way?” 

“It was full of them. The track was very 
rough; in many places the rails were out of 
place, necessitating great watchfulness ahead, 
and rendering night travel too dangerous t 
be indulged in by refugees. On the secon 
day out the rear car flew the track, rendering 
great alarm and confusion. One lady iu the 
excitement was very much concerned as to 
the fate of an ugly little dog, to which she 
seemed to be much attached, and kept ex- 
claiming: ‘Oh, where is my little dog gone?’ 
A disgusted Englishman right by her an- 
swered: ‘You had better think less of the little 
pug, and inquire for your husband.’ 
The husband had been standing by the 
open door of tbe car when the jolt 
occurred and was thrown to one side, and 
considerably bruised. So he came in at last 
for some of the sympathy which was being 
wasted on the dog. An example of how 
men lose their presence of mind in a 
disaster was ilustrated in the case 
of a man who is now a well known 
employe of the state road. He jumped off 
the car while it was yet in motion, sustaining 
several severe bruises. When the train had 
stopped, and he was picked up and brought 
in, in answer to a question he explained that 
he jumped off in order to run abead and tell 
the engineer about it. It took four days of 
jolting and c6nfusion and urcertainty to 
make the distance between Atlanta and Chat- 
tanooga.”’ 

“Did many of these people ever return © 

“Oh, yes. I can meet familiar faces which 
recall that weary trip every timeI go on the 
Street. Atlanta can always be relied on to at- 
tract the wanderers home again.”

The Regular Record of Current Local Events—Gosseip 
of All Kinds. 
Trade is brisk. 
The streets are muddy. 
Last night was a rather damp one.

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A QUEER CASE. 


How a New Vorker ts Wanted tn Georgia for Trial 
but Cannot be Brought Here. 


In Savannah a man by the name of Wil- 
liam Campbell has been indicted for assault 
and battery. Heisacitizen of New York 
and a requisition was obtained irom the gov- 
ernor of Georgia, upon the governor of New 
York for his rendition under the federal stat- 
ute. The matter was legally fought in Sa- 
vapnah and the contest has been transferred 
to New York. The requisition was_ resisted 
in Georgia and its enforcement is also being 
resisted in New York. The governor of New 
York at the last information had refused to 
issue his warrant for the arrest of Campbell. 
Campbell's friends filed a protest 
with the governor of New York 
that Campbell was not a_ fugitive 
from justice. Governor Cornell eccrediting 
the protest, has declined to allow the admin- 
istration of justice to take its course, and 
thus the judiciary process in one state 1s set 
at naught in another state. There seems to 
be no remedy in. such cases, ag the action of 
the refusing governor is final. There have 
been several such cases that have transpired 
in the last few years in Georgia, ._ notably, one 
where aman from Tennessee charged with 
the commission of a crime in §Atlanta was 
protected in Tennessee by Governor Porter, 
and a considerable correspondence ensued 
without any result. The case of Campbell is 
an interesting one, and what will be the end 
of it remains yet to be seen. The 
prosecution will undoubtedly make an 
effort to induce Governor Cornell to change 
his decision. This will involve an investiga- 
tion into the merits of the case andif as is 
charged by Campbell’s friends, the prosecu- 
tion is for other purposes than the adminis- 
tration of justice, then Governor Cornell will 
protect Campbell. If Campbel is really guilty 
and it is fairly proven to Governor Cornell 
it is expected that there will be no doubt 
about his giving Campbell up. The lawyers in 
the case are A. P. Adams for the prosecution 
and Garrard & Meldrim for the defense.

THE WATER WORKS. 


A CONSTITUTION REPORTER TAKES 
A TRIP TO THE RESERVOIR. 


ting on—Atlanta’s Water Supply Now, 
and the Prospect for the Future. 


“I will carry you out to the water works and 
bring you back for two dollars,”’ said Jackson Mce- 
Henry, yesterday, as his hack stood at the car shed 
waiting fora passenger to turn up. 

“And give me half an hour to stay there?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

“Yes, I guess so.”’ 

‘And bring me back by the Clarke university 
and let me stop there ten minutes?’ 

‘Yes, [ll do that, too,”’ 

“Don’t you think adollaranda half is enough 
for the job?”’ 

“Well, hardly.’’ 

The reporter was notin a mood to wrangle with 
a hackman, so he slipped inte the vehicle, 
and in‘ less tham wo’ filme < was rattling 
along toward the water works. There is noth- 
ing in the world that will surprise a man 
so much as will an old hack mag. A turn out that 
looks like it would endanger human life if it were 
to get out of awalk will thump along the streets 
with a reckless dash and rattle that makes a passen- 
ger’shair standonend, Particularly is this true if 
the jehu is paid by the job, and that was the way 
Jackson McHenry was engaged. Consequently ina 
few moments THE CONSTITUTION crossed the incor- 
poration line, and peeping through the little back 
window of the hack saw the City outlined against the 
clouds. The hack clattered on over the piked road 
until the intersection of Pryor street was reached 
and there the hackman called the attention of the 
reporter to the new railroad, which crossed the road 
at right angles at the summit ofthe hill. The road 
is ready for the track andina few months trains 
will be passing there almost hourly. A few 
minutes more and the hack descended the 
gentle slope which leads tothe water works. 
When the hack stopped at the door of the engine 
house the reparier aligbted-and without more ad. 
sought out Mr. George W. Terry, the chief engineer 
When the scribe had made known the object of his 
visit Mr. Ferry led the way through the boiler rovm 
into the pumping room. There the quadruple x 
Holly engine wasat work. The immense cylin- 
ders drove the machinery with a regular thump, 
thump, tLump, that could not be heard a dozen 
yardsaway. Thet machine was the heart to the 
greut system of pipes and at each pulsation sent out 
a great volume of water. 

‘How fast is she going?’’ asked the reporter. 

“About fifty revolutions to the minute?”’ replied 
Mr. Terry. a 

‘How much water Is she raising?’’ 

“She is lifting at the rate of about two million two 
hundred thousand gallons of water every twenty- 
four hours ”’ ; 

‘*Does that engine ever stop?’ 

“We generally stop about eleven o’clock on 
Sunday nights and spend about two hours repair- 
ing the engine.’’ 

At the end of the engine room next to the res- 
ervoir was the new engine which was just being 
fixed up foruse; It wasnearly twice as ponderous 
as the que that wasia operation and was fixeden a 
firm foundation. But little remains to be done 
toward getting it ready for work. A few pipes are 
to be arranged andsome of the. minor pieces of 
machinery are to be putin position. <All this will 
be completed within a month. 

“What is the capacity of the new engite? 
the reporter. vee 

“It is bought for raising four million gallons 
daily. Of course we dont’t know what it will do 
until we try it. We are at’ present pumping 
with this old engine here two bun- 
dred thousand gallons per day more than the en- 
gine is guaranteed to do. The new engine is of 
twice the capacity of the old one, apd at any rate 
will furnish all the water that can be needed. Or 
if it does not, we will still have the old machinery, 
so thatif we wantto we can raise over six million 
gallons dai.y against the two million gallons which 
we now raise.”’ 

“Who is putting the engine In?" 

“Mr. James F. Casey, of the Holly works, is here 
putting in the engine.’ : 

‘‘T notice that some pipe is being laid up the 
hill?’ 

“Weare putting in about 450 feet of 20-inch pipe 
which wiil connect with the main at the summit. f 
the hill.,’’ | : : 

“You think these two engines and pumping ma- 
chinery wiil give vou all the pumping capacity that 
you will need?”’ ae 

“Beyond question. The trouble now in the way 
is the main. I am afraid that we cannot get 
enough water through asixteen inch main to sup- 
ply the city. I think it is absolutely necessary that 
another main be put down to extendas faras Rich- 
ardson street, or as iar as is necessary to reach a 
distributing point. There are so many outlets at 
the other end that the water cannot be forced 
through a sixteen inch pipe fast enotigh to get np a 
pressure,” 

“What presstite do youl usually keep up?”’ 

**A bout 116 te 120 pounds here.”’ 

‘‘How muh does that give in Atlanta?’ 

“About 10 @r 20 pounds.”’ 

“How mvu¢:h steam do you carry?’’ 

“About 70 pounds.’’ 

‘‘How rnuch coal do you require?’ 

“J don’tknow exactly. The last contract was for 
2,000 tons to be delivered this summer. We now 
use about 10,500 pounds daily. We will use about 
14,000 when the new machinery gets in.’’ : 

“*Toreturn to the water pressure, how much will 
the F ag stand?”? 

‘*They have stood 250 pounds,’’. 

“What can sou give them now?’ 

“I suppose we can give them 170 pounds when 
the new machinery getsin. That will enable us to 
ut water anywhere thatit is necessary, and to do 
good fire service.”’
